Lak e Arrowhead receiv ed ap p rov al 
on a 17 -to-9 v ote by the Cou nty Board to­ 
day , bu t not before a chin-to-chin y elling 
m atch between Atty . Lu k e Morin and 
John D. H art, a DeKalb Cou nty farm er 
with a Lee address, which was brok en u p 
by Sheriff Ray Nehring. 
Board Chairm an A. H. Fraza had lim ­ 
ited the time of debate on the issu e and 
ru led that only one sp ok esman for each 
side wou ld be heard. 
After these forensics were ov er and 
some board m em bers had their say on 
the issu e, Fraza, for reasons he did not 
div u lge, recognized Hart, who m ade sev ­ 
eral allegations abou t what the Lak e Ar­ 
rowhead dev elop ment wou ld do to the tax 
rate in that area and that it wou ld ad­ 


v ersely affect Shabbona Com m u nity 
School District. 
Hart claimed to q u ote Patrick Mu nn, 
p resident, Lak eland Dev elop ers, as say ­ 
ing the dev elop ment wou ld raise tax es $7 
p er acre in the area and charged that the 
Arrowhead p roject wou ld destroy the 
q u ality of schools in the Shabbona dis­ 
trict. 
While he was sp eak ing, Morin rose to 
his feet along the sidelines, immediately 
as Hart left the front of the room ; Morin 
walk ed to the microp hone and heatedly 
called Hart “a liar.” 
This brou ght Hart from the back of 
the room to confront Morin where they 
shou ted back and forth, with Morin 
p leading to Fraza to order that he be p er­ 
mitted to rep ly to H art’s allegations. 


Alternately Morin was say ing to Hart, 
“Let me hav e a chance to shu t y ou r 
m ou th.” Since Morin m ade no p hy sical 
mov e toward Hart, it can be assu med he 
m eant to legally shu t him u p . 
Hart did not seem to be so su re as he 
mov ed closer to Morin, stick ing his chin 
in the law y er’s face. 
At this p oint Nehring step p ed between 
them and escorted Hart to the back of the 
room, and Fraza ru led both ou t of order. 
Before Hart got to him, Morin had 
said that the Shabbona school district 
had withdrawn its objection to this p roj­ 
ect and called Hart a liar for say ing 
Mu nn had said the dev elop ment will 
raise tax es in the area. 
Morin said what Mu nn has said is that 
tax es on the p rop erty which comp oses 


Lak e Arrowhead will raise by $7 p er 
acre. 
After the v ote on Arrowhead was 
tak en, Dav id Ader, attorney for the p ro­ 
testers, indicated he p lans to tak e a re ­ 
v iew of all lev els of official action on this 
q u estion to the cou rts. 
He fu rther state his clients will a t­ 
temp t to stop the Arrowhead p roject at 
ev ery p oint at which it mu st seek official 
ap p rov al for imp lementation of the 
p roject. 
Other action du ring the morning ses­ 
sion, which was mostly tak en u p with 
p rop onents and op p onents of the p roject, 
inclu ded sending back to the Cou nty Zon­ 
ing Board of Ap p eals a p etition to rezone 
p rop erty near U.S. 52 and the tollway for 
establishm ent of a Forster Imp lement 


Store, ask ing that it confer with the Dix ­ 
on Plan Commission regarding the zon­ 
ing change. 
This is in k eep ing with the p olicy es­ 
tablished between the cou nty and the city 
for joint rev iews on all zoning in the bu ff­ 
er zone between the city limits and the 
tollway .

Mitchell attorneys plead for delay 


NEW YORK (AP) - Form er 
Atty . Gen. John N. Mitchell 
watched today as his attorney s 
p leaded before a federal ap ­ 
p eals p anel “for a fair chance” 
to p rep are his defense against 
consp iracy -p erju ry charges. 
Mitchell, 6 0, look ing p ale and 
wan bu t occasionally smiling, 
ap p eared 
in 
the 
17 th-floor 
cou rtroom 
which was filled 
with rep orters bu t only a hand­ 
fu l of other sp ectators. 
He did not sit at the defense 
table bu t on a leather chair 
nearby . 
Mau rice H. Stans, former 
secretary of commerce, who 
also was mak ing a p lea to de­ 
lay the consp iracy -p erju ry trial 
schedu led to begin later today , 
was not p resent. 
Peter J. Fleming Jr., Mit­ 


chell’s attorney in this case, 
told the three-ju dge p anel that 
he cou ld not, desp ite lengthy 
p rep aration, be ready for trial 
today . 
“I am not ready and that is a 
candid statem ent,” he said, 
adding that the p ressu res of 
W atergate and other federal in­ 
v estigations had m ade it almost 
imp ossible for him to sp end 
adeq u ate time with his client. 
William G. Hu ndley , who is 
rep resenting Mitchell in the 
W atergate Senate hearings and 
Washington, D.C., grand ju ry 
p roceedings, said that “Flem ­ 
ing cou ld not get access to Mit­ 
chell becau se of these other in­ 
v estigations.” 
Hu ndley said he had been no­ 
tified this morning that the Sen­ 
ate hearings were schedu led to

be comp leted by Nov . 1 and 
ask ed for a p ostp onement u ntil 
then or at least for one month. 
Argu ment ended after 75 m in­ 
u tes. The three ju dges inter­ 
ru p ted often to q u estion the a t­ 
torney s. 
Ju dge Henry J. Friendly said 
the cou rt wou ld annou nce its 
decision at 2 p .m. 
“We wish to ex p lain ou r 


v iews and we will annou nce ou r 
decision in op en cou rt,” he 
said. 
Ask ed whether this was a 
good sign or a bad sign, Mit­ 
chell q u ip p ed “I don’t k now, 
bu t th at’s what I hired lawy ers 
for.” 
When 
a 
rep orter 
ask ed, 
“What brou ght y ou here to­ 
day ,?” he rep lied: “Nativ e cu ­ 
riosity ” as he walk ed ou t su r 
rou nded by his attorney s. Mit­ 
chell 
did 
not 
hav e 
to 
be 
p resent. 
Mitchell and Stans, the lead­ 
ers of President Nix on’s 19 72 
re-election camp aign, are ac­ 
cu sed of obstru cting a major 
frau d inv estigation of financier 
Robert L. Vesco after Vesco 
made a secret $200,000 cash 
contribu tion to the Nix on cam ­ 


p aign fu nd last y ear. 
The contribu tion, with an ad­ 
ditional $50,000 donated p u blicly 
by Vesco, was retu rned to him 
earlier this y ear. The refu nd 
came fou r months before the 
indictments in May bu t after 
the Secu rities and Ex change 
Commission filed a massiv e 
civ il frau d su it against Vesco. 
Since the indictment was re­ 
tu rned against Mitchell and 
Stans last May 10, defense at­ 
torney s hav e sou ght u nsu ccess­ 
fu lly to dismiss charges or de­ 
lay the trial, say ing that “m as­ 
siv e p retrial p u blicity ” had p re­ 
clu ded a fair trial. 
Pretrial p u blicity p romp ted 
Presiding Ju dge Lee P. Gag- 
liardi to su mmon 1,500 p rosp ec­ 
tiv e ju rors, the largest p anel in 
the memory of cou rt officials.

16 western Illinois counties would secede 
QUINCY, 111. (AP) — Legally 
this western Illinois city might 
still be u nder the ju risdiction to 
Gov . Daniel Walk er, bu t “Gov ­ 
ernor” Neal Gamm is hop ing 
its heart belongs to him. 
Gamm, 25, of Ip av a, sched 
u led a news conference today 
to lau nch a camp aign aimed at 
carv ing a new state ou t of 16 
western Illinois cou nties. 
The name of the p rop osed 
state is Forgottonia and Gamm 
already is its self-p roclaimed 
gov ernor. He say s Forgottonia 
is on the drawing board be­ 
cau se the needs of western Il­ 
linois hav e been ov erlook ed by 
the 
distant 
lawm ak ers 
in 
Sp ringfield. 
“Ou r name su ggests why 
(we’re acting),” Gamm said in 
an earlier telep hone interv iew. 
“We (in western Illinois) hav e 
been forgotten so long We hav e 
a history of being forgotten and 


ignored.” 
“We are p u tting this together 
so we can sou nd off ou r griev ­ 
ances,” said Gamm, a farm 
work er and p art-tim e stu dent 
at Western Illinois Univ ersity . 
Those griev ances will be ou t­ 
lined in p etitions p resented to 
the boards of the 16 cou nties. 
The p etitions will seek the 
boards’ ap p rov al to create a 
new state, the nation’s 51st. 
Gamm is not at all certain 
that local p olitical leaders will 
go along 
“ Indications don’t look fav or­ 
able for u nanimou s p assage,” 
he said with a chu ck le. 
Bu t Gamm and his su p p ort­ 
ers hop e at the least that their 
efforts will call attention to the 
region’s p roblems, which they 
feel are many . 
The Forgottonians say that 
thou gh western Illinois ov er­ 
w helm ingly 
ap p rov ed 
the 


state’s 19 70 transp ortation bond 
p rogram , the state has failed to 
p rov ide for constru ction of bad­ 
ly needed interstate ty p e high­ 
way s throu gh the area. 
They say they ’re p articu larly 
u nhap p y at W alk er’s v eto of 
legislation to p rov ide fu nds for 
su ch constru ction 
The sep aratists also say the 
area was slighted in estab­ 
lishment of the state’s new 
mental health zone centers, 
that Western Illinois Univ ersity 
gets less aid p er stu dent than 
other schools in the state, and 
that economic p roblems in the 
region are not getting the atten­ 
tion they deserv e. 
Gamm sees a certain hu mor 
in the Forgottonia camp aign 
“There are certain elements 
of it that are hu morou s,” he 
said. “ If any body doesn’t real­ 
ize that, we are defeated.” 
“ Bu t the p oint is,” he said 


“there are certain p oints of it 
that are most seriou s.” 
Cou nties which will get the 
p etitions are Adams, Brown, 
Calhou n, Cass, Fu lton, Greene, 
Hancock , 
Henderson, 
Knox , 
McDonou gh, Mercer, Morgan, 
Pik e, Schu y ler, Scott and W ar­ 
ren. 


If all ap p rov e the p etitions, 
the nex t step wou ld be to seek 
the concu rrence of the state 
and 
federal 
gov ernments, 
Gamm said. 


Howev er, Gamm said he did 
not k now ex actly how this p roc­ 
ess work ed at the federal lev el. 
“ It’s being done throu gh the 
p rop er legal channels. Bu t I’m 
not really su re how,” he said. 
Bu t Gamm insisted that if the 
p loy does not mak e state offi­ 
cials sit u p and tak e notice, he 
will p u sh secession throu gh to 
its conclu sion.

inly Board at this morning’s 


session, and was fou nd to hav e 
many loop holes. 
Althou gh the 18- to 20-y ear- 
olds can serv e drink s they 
many not tend bar or p ou r 
drink s u nder the new ordi­ 
nance. 
Acting in his cap acity as li- 


q u or commissioner, Clarence 
Hoffm an, board c h a irm an, 
p ointed ou t another p rov ision 
which p erm its p ack age sales of 
beer on Su nday s. 
With those facts ou t in the 
op en, board m em bers becam e 
bogged down with q u estions on 
the legality of the y ou thfu l em ­ 
p loy es, the limit of licenses is­ 
su ed in the cou nty and whether 
to p ermit clu b licenses for sp e­ 
cial u se. 
Hoffman said there has nev er 
been a limit on licenses issu ed, 
“not on p ap er any way , we ju st 
told someone wanting a license 
in the p ast that none were 
av ailable.” 
F rank 
W right, 
R ochelle, 
q u estioned p lacing any limit on 
licenses “we don’t limit the 
amou nt of gorcery stores, why 
do we p ick on liq u or establish­ 
ments, we are discrim inating 
against bu siness” he conclu d­ 
ed / 
Dale Vogeler, Rochelle, com ­ 
mented on the ex isting ordi- 


nance say ing any one right now 
can get a license if they want to 
“they may hav e to go to cou rt to 
get it, bu t we can’t stop them .” 
With that thou ght, Vogeler 
motioned for a limit to be set at 
24 licenses, one more than p res­ 
ent, and that any increase be 
added only by board ap p rov al 
The motion was ap p rov ed.

Presidential palace 
in Chile under attack

Chile’s arm ed forces rev olted 
today and demanded that Pres 
ident Salv ador Allende resign 
and leav e his p alace. He re­ 
fu sed and 
radio 
broadcasts 
from Santiago said military 
forces op ened an attack on the 
p residential p alace in the cap i­ 
tal city ’s downtown section. 
There were no immediate re­ 
p orts of casu alties. 
Allende rejected the arm ed 
forces dem ands in a broadcast 
early in the day , say ing he 
wou ld defend his office to the 
death. 
Radio Pacifico of Santiago 
said in a broadcast monitored 
in La Paz, Boliv ia, that tank s 
had su rrou nded the p residential 
p alace. 


Chile’s borders were closed 
and all commu nications into 
and ou t of the cou ntry were 
cu t. 
Airliners 
were 
tu rned 
back 
Broadcasts 
monitored 
in 
nearby 
Argentina 
said 
the 
arm ed forces leaders claimed 
that they had seized control of 
the gov ernment. 
A commu niq u e read ov er 
Chilean radio stations, link ed in 
a network said, “ We warn all 
p ersons who are offering resist­ 
ance to the new gov ernment 
shou ld be aw are of the con­ 
seq u ences ” 
The p alace was su rrou nded 
early , and m ilitary aircraft 
bu zzed low ov er its roof Al­ 
lende had addressed the nation 
earlier by radio, bu t air and 


grou nd attack s silenced stations 
loy al to him 
Allende took office in Nov em­ 
ber 19 70 after winning national 
elections 


The ju nta criticized Allende 
for leading the cou ntry to “hu n­ 
ger, m isery , p ov erty and con­ 
trol by foreign Marx ist m erce­ 
naries ” 


The m ilitary annou ncements 
were made in the name of a 
fou r-man ju nta identified as 
Gen 
Au gu sto Pinochet, com­ 
m ander in chief of the arm y ; 
Gen Gu stav o Leigh, command 
er in chief of the air force, 
Adm Jose Tori p i o Merino, act­ 
ing com m ander in chief of the 
nav y , and Gen Cesar Mendoza, 
the nation’s p olice chief 
Ethics law is ruled unconstitutional

SPRINGFIELD, 01 (AP) - 
The Illinois Ethics Law, which 
won the ap p rov al of the state 
Su p reme Cou rt nearly a y ear 
ago, has been fou nd wanting by 
a Circu it Cou rt ju dge in Will 
Cou nty . 
Ju dge Victor Cardosi fou nd 
u nconstitu tional Monday a p ro­ 
v ision of the Ethics Law which 
req u ires candidates for p u blic 
office and k ey state ap p ointees 
to disclose their economic inter­ 
ests. 
His ru ling dissolv ed the law 
for cou nty and local office hold­ 
ers in Will Cou nty . And the 
state’s attorney ’s office later 
annou nced the ru ling will not be 
ap p ealed 


They ’v e (the General As 
sernbly ) got to p ass a new law 
as far as 
I’m 
concerned ” 
Ju dge Cardosi said from his 
Kank ak ee offices ju st hou rs 
after he ru led on a case in a 
Joliet cou rtroom 
Ju dge Cardosi branded as u n­ 
constitu tional a 
req u irement 
that candidates for p u blic office 
and nominees to p osts which 
req u ire state Senate ap p rov al 
mu st disclose p u blicly where 
their financial interests lie at 
the time of their annou nce­ 
ment. 
He said the req u irement is 
discrim inatory , 
u nreasonable 
and it v iolates the right to du e 
p rocess and civ il rights of the 


can d id ate. 
The ru ling was heralded by 
one of the architects of the Eth 
ics Law as a dilu tion of the leg 
islation 
States Atty . M artin Ru dman 
of Will Cou nty had filed a su it 
seek ing the dismissal of Daniel 
Kennedy , a m em ber of the Jo 
liet Ju nior College Board, and 
73 others, many of them m em ­ 
bers of boards and com m is­ 
sions who had failed to file eth­ 
ics statem ents 
Kennedy in tu rn filed a mo­ 
tion for su m m ary ju dgement 
that the law is u nconstitu tional 
and Ju dge Cardosi ru led fav or­ 
ably on that motion. 
It is u n lik ely, h ow ever th at 


the ru ling wou ld tak e effect 
statewide, sou rces said 
The 
state 
su p reme 
cou rt 
ru led a y ear ago in the case of 
a Chicago lawy er that the eth­ 
ics law as drafted by the legis­ 
latu re as signed by then Gov . 
Richard B 
Ogilv ie was con­ 
stitu tional 
The cou rt agreed with the 
lawmak ers that the “ov erriding 
p u blic interest” 
lie 
in 
dis­ 
closu re by p u blic officeholders 
of their money interests 
“ I think the ov erriding p u blic 
interest holds to the contrary ,” 
Ju dge Cardosi said 
“ It will cost the tax p ay ers a 
lot of money to hold a new elec­ 
tion and ju st end u p with the 


same officials in office,” he 
said. 
A 
sp ok esman 
for 
George 
Lindberg, now the state com p ­ 
troller who wrote the Ethics 
Law when he was a m em ber of 
the Illinois Hou se a y ear ago, 
said Lindberg “hates to see any 
Ethics I^aw dilu ted by cou rt or­ 
ders ” 
He wou ld u rge that 
the 
state’s attorney ap p eal the de­ 
cision to a higher cou rt so that 
a ru ling cou ld be m ade at that 
lev el.' the sp ok esman said 
Ju dge Cardosi said the state s 
attorney will hav e 30 day s to 
file an ap p eal of his ru ling He 
said he will p u t the decision in 
writing gtfhhin 10 day s 
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Lost; Nixon's dream 
of a six-year term

WASHINGTON (K F S )- Presi­ 
dent Richard Nix on has not men­ 
tioned his dream—a six -y ear, sing le 
Presidential term—since he pro­ 
posed it as a Waterg ate reform four 
months ag o. 


In fact, the President has con­ 
spicuously failed to pursue any of 
the sweeping Federal election re­ 
forms he listed as “ essential and ur­ 
g ent.” He made one speech on the 
subject, tossed the ball to Cong ress 
by urg ing it to set up a study com­ 
mission as the first step, and now 
seems to think he has done his duty 
in that direction. 


In g eneral, that is too bad, be­ 
cause if President Nix on has any re­ 
alistic concept of the deg ree to which 
the Waterg ate crimes hav e crippled 
his office, he should be fired with de­ 
termination 
to prev ent 
any thing 
similar from ruining his successors. 


But the idea of the six -y ear sing le 
Presidential term can be left peace­ 
fully to rot without any loss. 


It is not a new Nix on inspiration. 
Less than a y ear ag o, a Senate J udi­ 
ciary subcommittee held hearing s 
on the concept, and a majority of the 
panel rejected it. 


Ov er the y ears, its adv ocates 
hav e included the late President 
Ly ndon J ohnson, Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield, and Water­ 
g ate folk hero Sen. Sam Erv in. 


Those who fav or the chang e see it 
as a means of taking the President 
out of politics and transforming him 
into a statesman. The theory is that 
a President unafraid of losing his job 
can concentrate upon perfecting his 
administration, which presumably 
he cannot do if he must pay attention 
to a horrid (in g ress and unstable 
public opinion. 


Opponents contend that one term 
without the possibility of re-election 
condemns a President to being a 
lame duck for six y ears, without suf­ 
ficient power to terrorize politically 
and thus g et thing s done in g ov ern­ 
ment. They also arg ue that all parti­ 
san and special interest pressures 
are not necessanly bad and all Pres­ 
idential thoug hts not necessarily no­ 
ble and pure 


Could the W'aterg ate crimes hav e 
occurred last y ear if Nix on had been 
running as an outsider for a sing le 
six -y ear term instead of try ing for a 


second four-y ear term? Sure ’nuff, 
honey . 


As White House powerbrokers, 
Nix on’s adv isers were able to sub­ 
v ert g ov ernment ag encies like the 
Central Intellig ence Ag ency and the 
Internal Rev enue Serv ice for their 
political purposes, but J ohn Mitchell 
and others testified that Nix on’s v ic­ 
tory was more important than any 
consideration of ethics or law. So it 
seems reasonable to ex pect that the 
same crowd outside the White House 
would hav e found other methods just 
as illeg al to steal unfair adv antag e 
ov er any opponent. 


Furthermore, since the President 
did not rush forward to root out 
crime in the White House once he 
was safely past election to this final 
term, it does not seem probable that 
he would hav e done so if he simply 
had two additional y ears to serv e. 
TTie desire to v indicate one’s reputa­ 
tion in history , ev en if it means a 
criminal cov er-up, can be as strong 
in a President with two day s to serv e 
as one with 20 y ears. 


Nor would an ex tended term ma­ 
terially 
improv e the President’s 
sensitiv ity to civ il liberties and the 
limitations in a democracy upon his 
powers, problems at the root of the 
Waterg ate scandal. If any thing , it 
mig ht reinforce his attitude that he 
is abov e the law. 


The public would not be able to 
ex press disa pprov a l by v oting 
ag ainst his political heirs for six 
y ears, which is a long period for dis­ 
trustful submission without leg iti­ 
mate outlet in these turbulent times. 
Impeachment, the only other public 
alternativ e for Presidential censure, 
is prov ing too awkward and frig ht­ 
ening to be useful. 


It is not log ical to believ e that a 
Nix on w ith six more y ears would be 
more scrupulous with the truth and 
more willing to cooperate with the 
courts than the Nix on with three 
y ears to serv e.

Tapes won't prove 
Nixon innocence

WASHINGTON (N'EA)— Howev - 
er the issue of the Nix on tapes is fi­ 
nally resolv ed, this central point 
oug ht to be understood: 
They mig ht conceiv ably prov e 
his g uilt but there is no way they 
could establish bey ond question his* 
innocence of the Waterg ate affair, 
either in its cov erup stag e or before. 
For g uilt to be demonstrated, the 
President would hav e had to do the 
unlikely : In full awareness of the 
taping , speak to others in blunt Eng ­ 
lish that made his inv olv ement un­ 
mistakable. 


If he was inv olv ed and was ev er 
that rash, it is difficult to imag ine, 
courts to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing , that any prosecutor or inv esti­ 
g ator is ev er g oing to g et the chance 
to hear the damag ing words from 
Mr. Nix on’s own mouth. 


We can nev er forg et, howev er, 
that in any conv ersation he held in 
the “ taping a rea s’’ (Ov al Office, 
etc.), he alone in each and EVERY 
instance knew the recording was be­ 
ing made. 


Thus he could, in all such instanc­ 
es, speak in whatev er way suited his 
mood or his judg ment of necessity — 
g uardedly , with disarming casual­ 
ness that mig ht make firm orders 
sound like tentativ e proposals or 
ev en just rambling comment, or in 
the peculiar coded lang uag e that of­ 
ten does not hav e to be carefully de­ 
v ised but simply dev elops between a 
man and his close adv isers. 
If the President was a participant 
in Waterg ate matters in any way , 
the closest and most perceptiv e lis­ 
tening mig ht not produce any thing 
conclusiv ely damag ing in the ev ent 
he spoke for the tapes in the abov e­ 
sug g ested cautionary fashion. 
Furthermore, a s some ex citable

observ ers appear to hav e forg otten, 
the tapes—for all their stated pur­ 
pose as a means of recording v ital 
history —come nowhere near cov er­ 
ing the totality of Mr. Nix on’s official 
presidential life. Who needs a prim- 
er-lesson in the number of opportun­ 
ities he had on any g iv en day to 
speak out of taping rang e? 


So, while the tape controv ersy is 
both interesting and important, it is 
not necessarily crucial to the deter­ 
mination of the President’s role in 
and knowledg e of Waterg ate (if 
any ). As I noted in an earlier report, 
it is believ ed in knowledg eable cir­ 
cles that they may be more decisiv e 
in cases affecting some of the key 
White House and re-election com­ 
mittee subordinates. 


As it pertains to Mr. Nix on’s con­ 
duct with respect to Waterg ate, is 
this, then, how matters must be left? 
The answer naturally is “ no.” 
The Senate Erv in committee’s re­ 
port may decide to say a little or a 
lot about his presumed role as it 
wades throug h the reams of testimo­ 
ny it is compiling on Waterg ate. 


Nor should it be forg otten that the 
mandate g iv en the J ustice Depart­ 
ment’s special prosecutor, Archi­ 
bald Cox , reaches bey ond amassing 
ev idence and seeking indictments 
and conv ictions of many of the well- 
adv ertised suspected or admitted 
participants in Waterg ate. 
Cox is directed to prepare a final 
report on his inquiry , and authorized 
to submit interim reports. As he sifts 
throug h his own mountains of ev i­ 
dence, there is nothing to prev ent 
him from setting down his own a s­ 
sessment of Mr. Nix on’s role. In the­ 
ory it mig ht make slig ht impact. 
Then ag ain, it mig ht be absolutely 
dev astating —and undo the Presi­ 
dent.

REFLECTIONS— The most 
tortuous part of g etting a new 
county nursing home was not 
g etting the people to v ote ov er­ 
whelming ly to hav e a new facil­ 
ity , but the y oke which fell on the 
shoulders of the Nursing and 
Health Committee of the County 
Board. 
For more than two y ears, we 
hav e watched Ernest Norden, 
District 1, committee chairman, 
ex plain and plead in behalf of 
professional adv isers and often 
try ing to ex tricate the project 
from bad adv ice which was 
passed to him and his commit­ 
tee. 
During the past week Norden 
and his committee hav e been 
making the rounds, try ing to g et 
another $25,000 which architect 
Rodney L. Anderson of Ander­ 
son and Oltmans, Broken Bow, 
Neb., say s is needed. 
Anderson maintains the Pub­ 
lic Building Commission has a 
conting ency 
fund 
of about 
$27 ,000 and wants it used to as­ 
sure there will be enoug h money 
to pay for the last contract to be 
awarded, which is to bring sew­ 
er and water to the new home. 
The committee and Anderson 
appealed to the PBC last week 
and g ot a sy mpathetic hearing , 
but found the members were not 
g oing to budg e until they heard 
from their professional adv isers 
and that then they would decide 
whether to free up any funds. 
Monday morning Norden, 
flanked by committee member 
Charles Dunphy , District 1, was 
before the Finance Committee, 
a toug h g roup to g et a buck 
from. 
The committee closely ques­ 
tioned Norden and Dunphy and 
when they confessed they did not 
hav e all the answers Mrs. Elsie 
Carter, clerk for the PBC, was 
called in. 
She enlig htened the Finance 
Committee reg arding what the 
PBC has paid thus far on the 
project. But policy questions, 
she could not answer. 
From the fig ures Mrs. Carter 
g av e, the committee members 
tried to account what funds were 
committed to determine if An­ 
derson was rig ht that more 
money will be needed if the utili- ’ 
ties bid g oes ov er $25,000. 
Pulling out our notes on 
meeting s held in September 19 7 2 . 
about financing the new home, ’ 
and working in fig ures Mrs. 
Carter g av e the committee, we 
came up with this financial v er­ 
sion of the project budg et: 
First off, the Public Building 
(Commission ag reed to and did 
pay $15,150 for g rading the site. 
The construction bid cam e to 
$58 5,610, but last y ear when 
Ronald V. Norene, v ice presi- ^ 
dent of Paul D. Speer and Asso­ 
ciate, Chicag o, was called in he 
found construction 
alternates 
had been ov erlooked 
in the 
amount of $37 ,253, which upped 
the construction bids to about 
$622,000. 
Now, by Nov ember of this 
y ear, the PBC will hav e paid 
$42,7 00 in 
interest 
to 
bond­ 
holders. 
By contractual ag reements, 
the PBC will pay a total amount 
of consultant fees of $8 3,301. 
An administrativ e amount of 
$5,0W was set up for the PBC to 
g et into the business of keeping 
accounts of building and leasing 
the nursing home. 
Adding all these tog ether and 
subtracting the sum from $7 84,- 
000, which Mrs. Carter said the 
bonds y ielded, the balance is 
$28,6!% which should be the con­ 
ting ency amount or the funds 
uncommitted. 
The nursing -hom e project 
budg eted 
$150,000 which the 
county was to pay from the pro­ 
ceeds coming from the sale of 
the old facility . 
The old nursing home has not 
been sold but the county has ad­ 
v anced $125,000 to the commit­ 
tee. Last week Norden pointed 
out this amount is $25,000 short 
of the intended sum the county 
was to be responsible for. 
The county ’s share is $34,850 
for site work, other than the 
g rading which the PBC paid for; 
$64,000 for furniture, ¿ ,8 8 5 for 
architect and eng ineering fees, 
and $41,265 for mov ing into the 
new facility . 
This amounts to $150,000. 
On Sept. 27 , 19 7 2, Anderson 
predicted the cost of mov ing into 
the new home will be only about 
half of the amount budg eted, 
freeing up almost $20,000. 
Dunphy correctly pointed out 
Monday one of the problems is 
that not enoug h of the people 
who are inv olv ed in this project 
g et tog ether at ont time so ev ­ 
ery body can hear what v arious 
consultants hav e to say . 
Hold y our hats, folks; it’s 
only six weeks until Nov . 1 and it 
does look like that new home 
may be open by that time.

SVC psychology class 
o ffered on cab le T V 


Sauk Valley College will offer 
a college credit psychology 
class via local cable television 
in Dixon and Sterling beginning 
on Oct. 1. Class lectures will be 
broadcast three days a week for 
a period of 10 weeks. 
Noah Bunch, dean of arts and 
sciences, said the three-credit 
hour course, entitled “ Human 
Growth and Development” will 
be broadcast in the form of 30 
televised lectures—three each 
week for 10 weeks. The lectures 
have 
been 
prepared 
and 
videotaped by Rhoda Olenick, 
an 
associate professor 
of 
psychology at City of Chicago 
Colleges. 
Dixon Cable Television will 
carry the lectures on a Monday- 
Wednesday-Friday basis either 
from 10:45a.m. to 11:30a.m. or 
in the evening from 7 p.m., until 
7:45 p.m. 
Maxine Petersen, associate 


professor of psychology at SVC, 
will serve as local coordinator 
of the course. She said “ Human 
Growth and Development” 
introduces the basic principles 
of human growth from prenatal 
life through adolescence. 
Particular attention is paid to 
the period from birth through 
six years of age. She said stu­ 
dents completing the course 
will 
understand 
what 
the 
healthy, normal child is like — 
physically, m entally, emo­ 
tionally and socially. 
Bunch said individuals who 
are unable to leave their homes 
to attend classes on campus 
should be particularly in­ 
terested in this televised ap­ 
proach to instruction. How- 
every, anyone who has com­ 
pleted high schwl, attended 
high school, or earned a GED 
high school diploma is eligible 
to register in the course for 


college credit. 
Bunch 
pointed 
out 
that 
special benefit might be gained 
if 
a 
neighborhood 
club 
or 
church organization took the 
course as a group activity. Such 
a club not only provides a dis­ 
cussion group, but also offers 
an opportunity for acquain­ 
tances to get together on a 
regular basis. 
The cost for the T.V. class is 
$42 (a tuition charge of $14 per 
credit hour for a three-credit 
course). There are no other 
fees, but the students will be re­ 
quired to purchase two text­ 
books which are available in 
the bookstore at SVC. A work­ 
book, also available in the 
bookstore, will be furnished 
free of charge. Further in­ 
formation about the class may 
be obtained from the Office of 
the Registrar (288-5511, Ext. 
310) at the college.

The Y Tots Nursery School 
began its 10th year of operation 
Monday. 
During the past years, the 
YMCA Nursery School rented 
facilities in the Grace United 
Methodist Church, but moved 
into its new quarters in 1971 
when the new YMCA building 
was opened. 
According to Jim Greenlee, 
executive 
director, of 
the 
YMCA, ‘^very effort has been 
made to provide an outstanding 
experience for each child; in­ 
cluding the schoolroom at the 
Y, the toys and other equipment 
that are designed to provide 
proper learning experience as 
well as fun, and the program it­ 
self that is geared to meet the 
needs and interests of four- 
year-old boys and girls. 
“ However, the largest factor 
in making Y Tots such a suc­ 
cessful nursery school is the 
staff that has been employed to 
work with the boys and girls. 
Mrs. Dorothy Schumacher is 
the director of the school and 
brings with her many years of 
primary and nursery school ex­ 
perience.” All during the his­ 
tory of Y Tots only profession­ 
ally trained teachers have been 
employed, all of whom have ex­ 
ceeded the standards that have 
been set by the state of Illinois. 
The main objective of the 
YMCA Nursery School is to 


give the child an opportunity to 
associate with children his own 
age and adults outside the fam­ 
ily. In this environment a child 
learns to share with others and 
to respect and trust the adults 
who are helping him learn. The 
children are also encouraged to 
develop independence and self- 
confidence. Y Tots involves the 
whole range of social, physical, 
mental, and emotional develop­ 
ment, using many different ap­ 
proaches and equipment. It is 
hoped this experience helps the 
child adjust more readily to 
kindergarten. 
Y Tots is a fully licensed fa­ 
cility by the Division of Family 
and Children Service of the 
state of Illinois.

As a result, our soils 
are being used more intensely 
now than perhaps at any other 
time in our history. The soil, 
however, is limited in its ability 
to produce. Nutrients utilized 
in the growing of crops must 
be replaced by applications of 
lime and fertilizer. In other 
words, we must return to the 
soil that which has been re­ 
moved. But this practice is not 
being followed in some part of 
the United States today. Na­ 
tionwide, the American farmer 
is depleting his soil resources at 
an alarming rate. If he is taking 
more from the soil than is being 
replaced, fertility bankruptcy 
can occur. 


One can compare the soil to a 
bank account. A bank account 
has a certain amount of money. 
Deposits have to be made if it is 
expected to grow. Dollars must 
be deposited before a with­ 
drawal can be made. And, of 


course, a bankbook or balance 
sheet is used to determine the 
cash reserves at any one time. 
The soil also has a certain 
amount of “ money" already in 
it. Instead of dollars and cents, 
the soil’s “ money" is in the 
form of plant nutrients—cal­ 
cium, magnesium, phosphorus, 
potassium, and so on. Every 
crop harvested represents a 
withdrawal from the account. 
Deposits of lime and fertilizer 
must be made to maintain the 
balance. A soil test is the only 
sure way to determine how 
much “ money" is in the ac­ 
count. 
In actual practice, the farm ­ 
ers tend to economize by with­ 
drawing more from the soil 
than he returns. Perhaps he 
overlooks the “ service charge" 
resulting 
from 
erosion 
and 
leaching. At any rate, the soil 
resources may get smaller and 
smaller with each passing year. 
When the dollars are gone, the 
bank may permit a loan—but 
the soil will not. 
Don’t go bankrupt. Deter­ 
mine your assets with a soil 
test. Now is a good time to do it.

We have a soil probe at the Ex ­ 
tension Office that you can bor­ 
row, to make the job easier. 
One of the reasons for soil 
testing is to determine the pH. 
Although agricultural liming 
materials have been in use for 
hundreds of years, there still 
exists some confusion as to 
what it actually does for crops 
and soil Most farmers in the 
humid areas of the United 
States generally recognize that 
periodic applications of lime­ 
stone are needed to keep their 
soil fertile. Too few farmers, 
however, understand exactly 
why limestone is used, and its 
value in their farming opera­ 
tions. 
Perhaps the most well-known 
role of limestone is its ability to 
neutralize soil acidity, or in oth­ 
er words, raise the pH of the 
soil. Most crops grow best and 
produce their highest yields 
when the soil pH is 6.5-6.8. As 
the pH gets lower (more acid­ 
ic), the availability of plant 
nutrients 
decreases. 
This 
means less return on money 
spent for fertilizer. As the pH 
gets lower, the crops are en­ 
dangered by the killing effects 
of aluminum, manganese and 
iron. This could mean complete 
crop failure. 
Agricultural limestone sup­ 
plies the soil with calcium and 
magnesium, two of the 16 ele­

growth. Under normal cropping 
procedures, calcium and mag­ 
nesium are lost from the soil by 
crop removal, leaching, erosion 
and by neutralizing soil acidity. 
If the supply of calcium and 
magnesium is not replenished 
by applications of agricultural 
limestone, crop growth and 
yields are reduced, bacterial 
activity slows down, and the 
soil becomes more compacted. 
Many soils in Lee County have 
a high pH and do not need lime 
applied. 
Agricultural limestone is not 
the complete answer to soil fer­ 
tility problems. But by the 
same token, soil fertility is not 
in balance unless the pH is con­ 
verted to the proper level.
